of privileges by the publishers of second 
class matter stands in the way of the re 
dtirtion of letter postage to one cent.

the tariff hill met an unexpected repulse 
yesterday, when, by the decisive vote' of 
21 yeas to t9 nays, the senate defeated 
tho motion of Mr. .Morrill, chairman of 
the nuance committee, to take up the 
tariff bill.' 


The negative vote which defeated the 


motion was given by Democrats, Popu- 
• lists and four Republican senators, viz.; 
Teller, Mantle, Dubois and "Carter. 
The 


affirmative vote was entirely republican, 
bat its total at 2] -is less than half of the 
aggregate Republican strength. 


Sir. Merrill's motion had been antici- 


pated for some days, but it was not 
pressed, pending consideration - of 
the 


urgent deficiency appropriation bill. This 
niejisure was disposed of at 4 o'clock, and 
the, struggle to advance other measures 
began at once. 


Mr. Morrill was hu(g|edly summoned 


from the finance committee room to sub- 
mit, his motion. In the meantime Mr. 
Call had secured the enforcement of an 
agreement entered into some days ago 
thab the Cuban., question shonld be taken 
np.; Mr. Morrill was not deterred by the 
agreement, however, and pressed his mo- 
tion to take up the'tariff. 


There was a hurried assembling of sena- 


tors who remained at the Capitol, but this 
was considerably short of a full vote. The 
result of the vote left the Cuban resolu- 
tions as Unfinished business, .although 
these have been yielded temporarily to the 
military academy and other appropriation 
bills.

SliMod Duties of the McKtnlcy Tariff aiailo 


I'riLttduloDt Valuation Etuiy—The Iloed- 
Diuyley Bill Woald Chock ZmportKtion 
•nd Add Xo Kevcnue. 


A0-.OHK tho objections gnarto to the ac- 


tual tariff in the latest conference of 
National Association of Woolen Maiin- 
faaturers (\vliich does uot represent tlio 
woolen manufacturers of the country by 
any means) great complaiut v?ns made 
against the "sr.bstitatiou" of purely ad 
valorem tlntiesfor"thecompouudduties 
of previous laws." Tina change, enys 
Mr. D. D. North in his animal report to 
tho association, is v/hat has facilitated 
tho euormoo.-; undervaluations of wool- 
ens. It is what he calls tho "ad valorem 
cnrse," just as if this "cnrso" (lid not 
uzist in a more uw^avated form tmder 
tho j\IcKiuley larlS, which tho ficud- 
Diugloy bill propose;; to partially rettore. 


A few plain facts will show how 


gratuitous and false is all this clamor 
against the new tariff. 
Under (he ilc- 


Kiiiley act the specific and ad valorem 
duties on woolen goods amounted to up- 
ward of 100 per cout, which is far bo- 
low the tas actually paid by American 
companies ou these goods. Iu putting 
wool on the free list tho now tariff re- 
pealed the specific or "compensatory" 
duties on woolens, aud reduced the ad 
valorem duties to an average of almost 
50 por cent.. It was justly assumed that 
b3' making raw materials free this would 
leave a fair measure of protection to 
manufacturers. 


Tho framers of the MoEinley tariff 


could just as easily have imposed wholly 
specific or wholly ad valorem duties on 
woolens, for the mixed duties did not 
tend in the least to prevent fraudulent 
valuations. There is far less complaint 
now in regard to these undervaluations 
thuu there was when tho ilcKiulay act 
wss in operation. Bat ail ad valorem 
duty of 100 per cent or a specific duty of 
§1.20 a pound on. the clothing of tho 
people would have given too great a 
shock to consumers. 
It was prudently 


concluded, therefore, to inis tho duties, 
and thus conceal as much as possible the 
enormous barbarity of the tar. 
This is 


the main reason why ad valorem and 
specific rates were so deftly mingled in 
protective tariifs, and especially in the 
McKinley iniquity. 


By repealing tho duties on weight 


and by reducing the duties on value the 
new tariff manifestly has reduced tbo 
temptations and opportunities for the 
frauds in valuations which were so prev- 
alent under tho McKinloy act. In whet 
possible way did tho presence of specific 
duties prevent fraudulent valuations un- 
der tha ad valorem rates? What reason- 
able man will contend that the tempta- 
tions and opportunities of fraud aro not 
greater under a higher than under a 
lower rate of ad valorem duty? Yet this 
is just what is contended for in the re- 
•port of the National Association of 
Woolen Manufacturers. 


It is proposed in this report to return 


to the "weight' duties of former tar- 
iffs," and not only to retain but to in- 
crease the ad valorem duties of former 
tariffs. This would chack'tho fraudulent 
valuations on woolens with a vengeance. 
When tho indorsers of this report assert 
that a low ad valorem duty encourages 
fraudulent valuations on woolens moro 
than does a higher ad valorem duty 
with a high' specific duty annexed to it, 
they aro not dealing frankly or fairly 
•with theArnericau people, to state tho 
case as mildly as possible. 


It is "calculated" in this report that 


the Beed-Diugley tariff would add $15,- 
000,000 to the revenue from woolen 
goods, which is going the ways and 
means committee 
a million better. 


'Cbairnr.an Dingley caps this with the 
calculation that tho fraudulent valua- 
tions in woolens are "very extensive," 
amounting to more than 10 per cent of 
tho aggregate importations. 
If this be 


true under a DO per 'cent tariff, what 
must have been the frauds under K 100 
percent tariff with its mixed ad'valo- 
rem and specific rates? But there is no 
warrant in fact for either of these cal- 
culations. 


Ko argument is needed to prove that a 


heavy increase 
in duties on woolon 


goods would check importation and thus 
defeat calculations of an increase of 
$14,000,000 or §15,000,000 of revenue 
based upon tho present volume of im- 
ports. It is not probable that under-the 
Reed-Dingley bill there would be any 
increase of revenue from woolens in 
greatly increasing their cost to the 
American people. 


As to the charge of fraud in valua- 


tion and smuggling, the extensive im- 
portations of woolen fabrics and of the 
finest qualities of wool for 
domestic 


manufactures fhdicato clearly that the 
revenues on woolens ha.ve uoc been so 
fully and so honestly- collected in 30 
years as under tho new tariH. Tho main 
reason of this is the fact 'that the rates 
of duty do cot afford the' temptation 
and tho profits that were held out to 
the maker of false invoices and to tho 
smuggler by the McEinley act of abom- 
iuutious. 


Yet tho National Association of Wool- 


en Manufacturers say in their report 
that they wish to go back to the JIcKin- 
ley tariff, with its mixture of weight 
and value duties, in order to avert the 
"disastrous" effect of fraudulent valu- 
ations on their industries under a lower 
tariff. By this method of argument they 
pay a rare tribute to"popular intelli- 
gence. Why don't they say at once that 
they want the HcKinley tariff, wool 
duties and all, restored, not for the sake 
of 'government revenue or to prevent 
frauds in valuations, but for the means 
it will give them to manipulate tha 
prices of woolens in the domestic mar- 
ket? The American people will have no 
difficulty then in understanding them. 
—Philadelphia .Record.

CHANGE IN LIBEL LAWS. 


Proposed Bill Which Will Undoubtedly 


I3ecoint» a Law. 


A movement id abroad at present, which 


is highly commendable and which un- 
doubtedly will be suecessfull, to amend 
tho existing libel lawa, modifying them 
somewhat. The objsct is to correct the 
present assumption that malice is presup- 
posed. 


The bill to be presented will provide 


that any person about to bring suit for 
libel shall, by himself or his attorney 
make written demand upon the publisher 
of the alleged libel for a retraction of the 
same; 
and 
if 
within 
three 
days 


after 
such 
demand 
a 
full 
and 


fair retraction -with equal 
prominence 


as the alleged libel is . published in the 
newspaper, or in the case of si weekly or 
semi-weekly, in the next issue, the de- 
fendant in such case may introduce in 
case of a writ, evidence of such retraction 
and that the alleged libel was published 
in good faith, without actual malice, 
and 
unleis 
the 
plaintiff 
prove 


actual malice, or want of. good faith, or a 
failure to retract after written demand, he 
yhaU receive as damages only.such loss as 
ho shallspecifically allege and prove; pro- 
vided, howetvor, that If such original pub- 
lication had for its purpose to influence 
any particular proceeding which- must 
transpire, either in whole or in part before 
the publication of said retraction, such re- 
traction shall operate only in mitigation 
of general damages. 


In cases -where there are several actions 


for the same libel they shall he tried to- 
gether and.separated verdicts rendered. 


SOME CRISP GOSSIP. 


The encampments are over, and the

said to have been John M". Brooks, a law- 
yer practising in .Ellsworth, Kansas. He 
was a drummer boy in the TJ. S. army 32 
years ago at the.age of nine years. 


He served from July, 1863, to August, 


1S65, and when his regiment was muster- 
ed out Johnnie's father was a fifer, and 
the boy was one of the most skilful young 
drummers of the day. 


Hon. John AVelch of this city has the 


honor of being .the youngest drummer 
from this section. He was not over 12 
years old when he -went to the front. 


During the Grand Army convention two 


posts from Brockton sent a resolution in- 
structing delegates to the national en- 
campment not to vote for officers unless 
the so-called "House of Lords" be re- 
moved.

Paruellite, during the debate on the 
queen's speech in the house of commons 
yesterday, admitted his disloyalty to Eng- 
land. He suid he had been sent to par- 
liament to secure the cstabUslnnent of a 
native Irish parliament, und'hisendeavor, 
therefore, would be to liuross, utliick and 
thwart, in ovcry way those who refused to 
gi-'int Ireland home rule. 


The p'.irticuliir matter under discussion 


was the 
;in:i;niliiient iiftcrud by John 


Dillon, member for Ka'A Muyo, declaring 
that the absence of a bill prus'iding for tho 
self-government of Ireland had aroused 
discijntont among tho Irish and increased 
the difliculties existing in foreign affairs. 


Hir William Harcuurt, leader of-.the op- 


position, said it was the belief uf the op- 
position that the discontent prevailing in 
Ireland would not bo extinguished until 
the demand of tho Irish tor local self-gov- 
ernment was satisfied. They would never 
cure the disorders of many centuries unless 
they went to the root of tlie evil. The 
government had said that they would 
never grant home rule. 


"Xcver" was a word which in the Lib- 


eral interpretation was an unwise word, 
especially in the mouth of tho ocuupaut 
of tho office of chief secretary for Ireland, 
and he would ndvke the chief secretary to 
modify the expression to "hardly ever." 
Tho future of home rule, he said, depended 
much upon tho course pursued by the 
Irish members. Home rule certainly .did 
not got a great deal of encouragement 
from John Hedrnoud, whose policy, Sir 
William said, appeared to be to attack the 
borne rulers wherever he found them. : 


Sir William, continuing, said that.uoth- 


ing had occurred to alter the. home rule 
policy of the opposition, and they con- 
tinued to adhere thereto ns they had re- 
peatedly declared. 


A. J. Balfour said he believed thafc when 


the Irish at homo and abroad realized that 
parliament was siuuereiy and earnestly de- 
sirous of giving Co Icelaud a full anil gen- 
erous measure of justice, a change of 
opinion would occur, removiug at once 
aud for all time the dissensions between 
the two nations. 


Here Mr. Healy made the remarks pre- 


viously, quoted, after which Mr. Dillou's 
amendment was rejected by a vote of K73 
to 160. 


Protest Against DJscrlmlnatlOD. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—In the house of com- 


mons yesterday, Mr.- Chamberlain, secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, said, in reply 
to a question, that only three of the Uit- 
landers arrested 
iu Johannesburg and 


taken to Pretoria were now in jail at the 
latter place, and It was his belief that if 
any of them were or should fall sick, they 
"would be released in a manner similar to 
that in which John Hays Hammond, the 
American mining engineer, was set at 
liberty. In view oE the fact, however, 
that the inquiry into the cases of the men 
arrested has-been adjourned without dute, 
he was considering whether it would not 
be proper to suggest to the Transvaal 
government that they bo released on bail. 


!Boers Show Independence. 


PRETORIA, iVb. H.—The Staats Cour- 


ant publishes the reply of President Krti- 
ger to the dispatch of Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain. 
Mr. Chamberlain's dis- 


patch proposed to President Kruger cer- 
tain reforms which ho deemed should be 
adopted by tho Transvaal government, 
and invited President Kruger to London 
to discuss tho subject. The Staats Cour- 
ant complains that this dispatch is em- 
barrassing to tho government, aud an- 
nounces that tho government will not 
suffer interference withies internal affairs, 
and considers that tlie situation has been 
greatly aggravated by Mr. Chamberlain's 
suggestions. 
' 


Ownernhlp to lie Settled. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—-In the house of com- 


mons. George N. Curzon, under secretary 
for the foreign office, replying to a ques- 
tion as to why Great Britain had proposed 
to Brazil that the dispute regarding the 
possession of the island of Triuidade be 
decided by arbitration, said that Great 
Britain occupied Trinidade in . 1731 and 
abandoned it in 1782 on the representations j 
of Portugal. The late government, Mr. 
Curzon added, reoccupied the island. Be- 
cause it had beeu abandoned for a cen- 
tury, the government proposed arbitra- 
tion as the best means oE settling tho ques- 
tion of the ownership of the island.

BEELIN, Feb. 14.—A sensational story 


publishedin New York, In a dispatch from 
this city, saying that a gross insult was 
offered to Emperor William, Wednesday, 
when it was stated a package made up of 
copies of The Vorwaerts was thrown into 
his carriage, striking him on the left 
shoulder, is not confirmed here. The mat- 
ter is believed to have beeu founded on a 
mere rnmor referred to by The Freisin- 
nige. Enquiries made here in police cli> 
cles have failed to show that there was 
any truth ia the story,

senting the Czar of Kussia, has arrived 
here in order to attend the ceremony of 
the conversion and baptism of Prince 
Boris, eldest son of Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, into the Othodos church". The 
count was met at the railroad station bv 
Prince Ferdinand, and they drove to-

In June, 1S93, ami on .Inly 24 of the same 
yenr ft telegram from Berlevancr, en the 
north coast of Norway, reported his pro- 
gram to be as follows:

imbedded in the ice aud drift along with 
it. following the west coast of any land 
that might be met; with northwards. 


On AUK. 23, 1893, Dr. Nausen seut a dis- 


patch from Yiirdo, which he ha.d written 
at Charahowa, in the Yugorski strait, on

The toast, "The Commonwealth of 


Massachusetts," was responded to elo- 
quently by Col. Thomas, representing 
Gov. 
Greenfaalge, -who was unable to at- 


tend owing to illness. 


"The City of Lowell, in the "world a 


teacher of industry, in the war a teacher of 
patriotism," was the toast to which Mayor 
Courtney responded to as follows: 


After his introductory remarks His 


Honor said: 


The loyal citizens of the north and west, 


filled with patriotism and love of country, 
responded nobly to the nation's call in its 
hour of peril. I am proud to say, and I 
tlo without fear of . contradiction, that of 
all the men who went to the . war, none 
were more loyal or. .patriotic . than .the 
soldiers who went from'tne'city of Lowell'. 
To them "belongs the proud distinction of 
being the first to take, the field and the 
last to leave it. 


The first companies to report for duty 


did so in the city of Lowell and-within the 
hall where we now are. • On Saturday. 
April 13, 1&G1, President Lincoln issued 
ft call for 75,000 men. On Monday, April 
15th. the governor called upon the 5th 
regiment, under Col. Jones, to report at 
once. Tuesday morning, April IGth, the 
companies composing the 5th :regirnent.the 
most of which were Lowell companies, as- 
sembled in Huntington Hall, and after 
listening to patriotic 
addresses, 
they 


took the train on their way to Washing- 
ton. -It is a matter of history that the first 
men who were fired upon in the streets of 
Baltimore 


Were towell Soldiers. 


Across the street, in front of city hall, 


there stands a monument, the expense of 
whicli was borne jointly by the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts and the city of 
Lowell. At its dedication in 1805 an ora- 
tion was delivered by the great war gov- 
ernor, John A. Andrew. 


Those who will read the inscription 


upon it will learn that it was erected in 
honor of Luther C. Ladd and Addison O. 
Whitney, two Lowell soldiers, who were 
the first to give up their lives in tho de- 
fence of the union. In Memorial hall you 
saw 
two 
coats 
which were pierced 


and stuined with blood. They were worn 
by Ladd ami Whitney when they fell. 
They are mute witnesses which will testi- 
fy for all ages to the valor and patriotism 
of Lowell's soldiers. 


The first time the union flag was fired 


npon in the hands of a soldier it was be- 
ing carried by Timothy A. Crowley, a 
Lowell soldier, who came from Ireland to 
make a home iu.thH,,his adopted country. 
Although he risked his life in defenco of 
Ills adopted? country, liad "he lived until 
today, in all probability he would have 
been repudiated by some of the profession- 
al patriots who are heroes only in time of 
peace. 
- 


As the Cumberland was sinking, just as 


the water li'tid reached the guns, the last 
shot was flced by John Gates, a Lowell 
sailor whose deeds of valor on land and 
sea have reHei'ted glory up~on our city. 


Forever associated with the military 


glory of our city will be the name of a's 
true a patriot as ever lived, General Ben- 
jamin F. Butler. He issued the famous 
order making the negro contraband of 
Avar. In ISijl he captured Forts Hatteras 
and Clark. In 1862 he co-operated with 
Farragut in the capture of New Orleans, 
and was made commandant of the city.

In putting 
wool on the free list the now tariff re- 
pealed tho.speoiflo or "compensatory" 
duties on woolens, and reduced the ad 
valorem duties to an average of almost 
CO per cent. It was justly assumed that 
by making raw materials free this would 
leave a fair measure of protection to 
manufacturers. 


The framers of the HcKinley tariff 


could just as easily have imposed wholly 
specific or wholly ad valorem duties on 
«,voolon8, for the mixed dnties did not 
tend in the least to prevent fraudulent 
valuations. Thoro is far less complaint 
now in regard to these undervaluations 
than there was when tho MoKinley act 
was in operation.

As to the charge of fraud in valua- 


tion and smuggling, the extensive im- 
portations of woolen fabrics aiid of the 
fliiest qualities o£ \vool for domestic 
manufactures radicate clearly that the 
revenues on vfooleng ha,ve not been co 
fully and so honestly doljeoted in SO 
years as nnder tho new tariff. Tie main 
reason of this is the fact that the rates 
of duty do not afford the temptation 
and iho profits that were hold out to 
the maker of false "invoices and to the 
smuggler by the McKinloy act of abom- 
inations. 


Yet tho National Association of Wool- 


en Manufacturers say in their report 
that they wish to go back to theilcKin- 
ley.tariff, with its misture of weight 
and value duties, in order to avert the 
"disastrons" effect .of fraudulent valu- 
ations on their industries under a loiyer 
tariff. By this method of argument .they 
pay a rare tribute to .popular, intelli- 
gence. Why don't they.say at once that 
they -want the McEJnley tariff, wool 
duties and all, restored; not for th;e sake 
of government revenue or to prevent 
frauds in valuations, but for the means 
it will give them .to manipalate tha 
prices of woolens in the domestic mar- 
ket? The American people will have no 
difficulty then in understanding them.

Lo-well Board of Trade Should Take 


Action. 


The subject of one cent postage is one 


that interests every citizen. The reform 
is coming, and everybody should help it 
along. 


The board of trade, labor nnio'ns, and 


other organizations should pass resolu- 
tions on tho subject and send them to con- 
gress or to the postmaster-general. 


The following shows 'the causes and 


the reasonableness of the proposed re- 
form: 


, One Cent letter Postage. 


The national board of trade calls atten- 


tion to'tlie fact that the publishers of book's 
pay only oue cent a pound for sending 
their pubiications'thr'otujh the'mails, where- 
as other productions of equal value are 
charged 16 ceuta a pound and letters pay 


cents a pound. 
This inequality is unfair and the abuse 


of privileges by tho publishers of second- 
class matter stands in the way ot the re- 
duction of letter postage to one cent. 


Five yeare ago the actual profit on let- 


ter postage was 530,000,000, but this pro- 
fit went to make up the deficiency in oar- 
ryingthe heavier matter. 


In other words the letter writer who 


pays two cents for the transmission of a 
letter, pays more than half that sum to 
belp out the publishers of books and mag- 
azines. 


The net loss to-the post office depart- 


ment in carrying second-class matter was 
over $18,000,000. 


"0uder the plea that useful knowledge 


is being disseminated," says the Boston 
Transcript, "tho publishers of all classes 
of trash send flash hovels and tuo cheaper 
serial .publications through tho mail 'as 
second-class matter at one cent a pound

flushing the human system with a disin- 
fectant, just as thosewors of JvowTork 
city might be flushed with water contain- 
ing carbolic acid. Into every artery one 
every vein Dr. Edson sends his preparation, 
which ho calls aseptolin, and wherever il 
finds a germ it kills it. Here is an er- 
tract froiu.Dr. Kdson's report in The Med- 
ical Pecord:.

During a.stridy of. phenol, mado in the 


early part pf 1895,1 was very much struck 
by tho observations of Stadler, Merck, 
Brloger, Salkowski and others.

Undeterred by the drift of the Jeannette 


and the ultimatfl destruction of the ship 
by the Siberian ice floes, Nansen sought 
the conditions which the Jeannette long 
in vain strove to avoid, and hoped to pluck 
safety and success from the very nettle of 
danger.

He started in a specially constructed 


ship, which, however, failed to commend 
Itself to any Arctic explorer, and plung- 
ing into the ice floes to the northeast of 
Kara sea' with his courageous com- 
panions, expected to drift across or.very 


They trusted entirely to favorable ocean 


currents, which Nansen estimated would 
carry them across the unknown regions of 
the Arctic zone into open waters between 
Spitzborgen and Greenland. 


He figured on the average speed of the 


whole current' at two nautical miles a 
day, and contemplated an absence of two 
or three years. 


It will be noticed that he totally disre- 


garded the accepted azioms for success- 
fully navigating an icy region, of keeping 
near a costline and insuring a reasonably 
safe line uf retreat. 


Whatever measure of success Nansen 


may attain—and his courage merits much 
from fickle fortune—his plan is condemned 
by most all voyagers of experience as er- 
tremely rash and.inadvisable.
